“THREE CLOUDS, 


They Sweep Down on Kansas 


City, Dealing Death and 
Destruction. 


. ; 
A Terrible Tornado Devastating the 
for Miles 


Country 
About. 


Four Deaths Reported at Midnight, 
with Possibilities of Oth- 
ers. 


Houses Unroofed and Blown 


Down—Families Lifted Bod- 
ily in the Air. 


The Track of the Storm Marked by 
Fallen Wires Cutting Off Com- 
munication. 


Terrible Scenes—A Oollege and a Ohurch 
Wiped Out—Immense Destruction 
of Property. 


Kawsas Crry, Mo., May 13.—[Special.]—At 
5 o’clock this afterfioon Kansas City was 
isited by aterrible cyclone, and the loss will 
be at least $800,000, over 250 buildings beg 
demolished and injured, many of them fine 
residences and stores. 

So far as has been ascertained, but three 
people were killed outright, as follows: 


THE KILLED. 
Mrs. Reed, at Wyandotte. 
John Burns, at the Kansas City Stock- 
Yards. 


An unknown boy, 12 years old, on Twelfth 
street, near Harrison. 

The boy was killed by the wagon blowing 
over on him, and Burns by being hit by a fly- 
ing timber. 

The storm-centre seemed to gather behind 
the Kaw River, back of Armstrong and 
Wyandotte, in the neighborhood of the 
county bridge,and then swept with unabated 
fury across the river by the stock-yards to- 
ward the bluffs. 

THE FUNNEL. 

In the shape of an inverted funnel it 
whirled along through West Kansas, sur- 
mounting the bluff near Dripp and Six- 
teenth, and thence traveling from the south- 
west to the northeast, it swept across the 
southern portion of the city, seemingly 
spending its fury near Lydia avenue and 
East Ninth street, where the new Methodjst 
chapel was demolished and its timbers scat- 
tered broadcast. 

The day. had been a most tempestuous one, 
the wind, thunder, and rain having for sev- 
eral nours held full sway, and only from the 
angry, sullen looking clouds, which seemed 
to form in all portions of the heavens, could 
a person imagine that a cyclone was so near. 

A FATAL THEORY. 

It has been held heretofore by would-be 
seientists that Kansas City was outside the 
path of cyclones, and that only during the 
heated weather was danger to be appre- 
hended from that direction. The results of 
the storm, however, contradict this 
fact, as the weather was in no 
wise warm or sultry, but on the contrary, 
during the thirty minutes prior to the storm 
the atmosphere was cool and pleasant, and 
the immediate coming of the cyclone was 
heralded by a severe hail storm. 

| GATHERING OF THE STORM. 

A short time before this the sky was ob- 
scured by light-colored clouds, constantly 
changing, until a few minutes before 5 
o’clock they banked in the northwest and 
west in huge black masses, anda wild cur- 
rent of air appeared to hurl them 
in wreaths like . battleclouds, one 
time 
that the watchers upon the bluffs overlook- 
ing West Kansas—and there were hundreds 
of them were startied to see an advancing 
funnel-shaped cloud appear back of Wyan- 
dotte in the West, and sweep around as if to 
destroy the town. 

By some ceprice its path was changed, and 
instead of passing through the city it went 
to the northward, demolishing small houses 
and killing one woman, and then halting for 
a minute to send ott clouds of fine sand 
from one of the Missouri Kiver islands, it 
swept through the timber to spend its furth- 
er force in Clay County. 

THE SECOND CLOUD. 

About three minutes later a second cloud 
formed in the same manner and swept down 
the river towards Randolph Point, but doing 
no damage, although fora few seconds it 
looked as if it would leave the river’s course 
and fall upon the buildings along the levee 
near the old Gillis House. 

THE THIRD CLOUD. 

Hardly had this second cloud disappeared 
when athird, more angry looking and ugly, 
formed near Armstrong by the meet- 
ing of two separate sir-currents. For 
a second or two the large mon- 
ster danced about as if seeking some ave- 
nue of escape, and then slowly started 
in an easterly direction. As it came on it 
increased in size as the distance diminished, 
and soon that ominous roar like muffled thun- 
der, which always accompanies these storms, 
could be distinctly heard as it went whirling 
only on its mission of destruction. 

A FEARFUL SIGHT. 

The upper part of the cloud as seen 
through the rain, which at this time came 
down in torrents, became immense in size, 
while the neck and sucker-like mouth, which 
at times appeared to reach to the ground, al- 
ternately increased or diminished as the 


| huge bag above ascended or descended. 


To those in a position to watch its passage, 
it was a grand yet appalling sight, and one 
never to be forgotten: but, after watching 
its track a minute or so, but few had the 
courage to remain except those remote from 
its apparent path. 

FLEEING TO THE CELLARS. 

Many sought shelter in cellars and out- 
buildings until the roar and turmoil were 
over, and then it was found that the track

It then swept along through the Fourth 
Ward, the house of the Rev. A. D. Madiera, 
A. L. Glenn, Upton Eby, D. S. Irwine, E. J. 
Frey, and Keefer’s grocery store at the cor- 
ner of Sixteenth and Penn streets being de- 
molished and ruined. 

Thenee eastward until Main and Four- 
teenth streets was reached did the whirling 
cycione continue its zigzag path, blowing 
down small houses, unroofing large ones, 
uprooting trees, turning Over sidewalks, ana 
blowing fences and buildings about like 
straws. 

THE TRACK OF THE CYCLONE, 

from Main street, was eastward on Four- 
teenth to Grand avenue, buildings of al! 
kinds being torn down and demolished on 
the south of Fourteenth, until McGee was 
reached, when it took the north sideand de- 
stroyed the houses of Mr. John Hengle, Dr. 
Crow, and others, 

Crossing Oak street, the elegant new 
church ot the German Evangelical Society, 
but recently completed at a cost of $35,000, 
was totally ruined, as were all the houses on 
Fourteenth street facing the park from Oak 
to Locust. 

Several houses on Locust street facing the 
park, and three between Thirteenth and 
Fourteenth were also badly damaged. 

A JUMP OF A BLOCK. 

At this point the cyclone seemed to jump 
nearly an entire block, but at Thirteenth and 
Cherry its fury was made known by demol- 
ished brick and wooden dwelling-houses on 
the north side of Thirteenth, clear to Holmes 
street. 


At the corner of Holmes and Thirteenth ‘ 


the monster took another jump diagonally 
across ti block to the southeast corner of 
Twelff) street and Campbell, and then 
again, taking the north side of Twelfth, 
every store and house to Harrison was de- 
stroyed or made untenable. 

At the northeast corner of Twelfth and 
and Harrison stood a two-story modern 
building, used for a meat-market and resi- 
dence. At the northwest corner was A. J. 
Kelly’s grocery, and directly across Twelfth 
street was a new two-story brick structure. 
All three of these buildings were destroyed. 

THE CYCLONE DIVIDES. 

The cyclone seemingly divided at this 
point, one wing passing east on Twelfth and 
another north on Harrison. Mr. B. S. Pier- 
son’s fine residence being the last one de 
stroyed on Twelfth street, and IL. 
Manlove’s the last one on Har- 
rison. Bounding over the bieck, Troost 
avenue lightly felt the wind’s powers, its 
last effects being noticed at No. 1012 Lydia 
avenue, where the new frame house of Mr. 
Downing was blown down, and on Ninth 
street, east of Lydia avenue, where the new 
Methodist Chapel was scattered te the four 
corners of the vacant lots beyond. 

PECULIARITIES. 

In its passage of nearly three miles from 
the Stock- Yards to Lydia avenue and Ninth 
street the path of the cyclone varied in width 
from 100 to 300 Wet, and although its course 
was a zigzag one a person a block distant 
was as safe as though he had been five miles 
away, except from an occasional flying board 
or cavorting sidewalk. 

It traveled at the rate of about thirty miles 
an hour, but from the rain and wind which 
accompanied it and the strange feeling every 
one noticed it seemed at least ten minutes in 
crossing the city. 

IN WYANDOTTE COUNTY. 

It was shortly before 5 o’clock that the cy- 
clone which proved so destructive to Kansas 
City visited Wyandotte County. It crossed 
the Kansas River near Muncie, and 
traveled northeast across the coutty. 
covering a strip varying from 300 
to 400 feet in width, leaving death 
and destruction in its path. No sooner had 
the unwelcome visitor made its appearance 
than a TRIBUNE reporter went to its starting- 
point in the country and foliowed in its trail 
until it crossed the Missouri. River. 

Mr. M. Mathews’ house, west of Wyan- 
dotte City, was the first which fell in the 
course of the terrific storm. Mr. Mathews 
sat in the northern door, behind his little 2 
year-old son, when the gale entered the 
southern doors and windows, breaking down 
the inside partition of the house and carry- 
ing Mr. Mathews and his child over 300 feet 
in the air, when it let them down to the 
earth with but slight injuries. 

BLOWN TO ATOMS. 

The hotise and barn of Mrs. Josiah Smith 
were blown to atoms. Mrs. Smith, her son 
Ciarence J., County Superintendent of Pub- 
lic Instruction, and a hired man were 
in the house when the storm came, and 
though the house was completely demolished 
none were fatally injured. s. Smith re- 
ceived several cuts about the head and body, 
and an injury to one ankle, and the hired 
man was badly scratched and cut. 

Mr. Kerr’s house was unroofed, and his 


orchard, fences, and shrubbery totally ruined.” 


A TERRIBLE FATE. 

The next and saddest sight of all was the 
spot where less than an hour before David 
Reid, a farmer, lived with his wife and chil- 
dren, enjoying the comforts of a pleasant 
home. All that remained ofa large frame 
house and barn were the foundations, little 
fragments of furniture and building material 
here and there told the story. 

As the black funnel-sha cloud veared, 
Mr. Reid, who was at barn, hastened 
toward the house and told his wite, who was 
feeding the chickens, to go in, which she im- 
mediately started to do, but at that instant 
the cyclone struck the premises and all was 
chaos. 

FEARFUL WORK. 

When the storm had passed Mrs. Reid was 
found and with her body twisted about the 
trunk of a cherry tree in the yard. 

Mr. Reid was hurled against the trees and 
hit with flying débris until scarcely a part of 
his body remained uninjured. 

The four children who were in the house 
—the oldest 10 and the youngest only 10 
ks—escaped without serious injury.

of Mrs. Reid and the helpltss form of Mr. 
Reid to Mr. Henson’s, the nearest neighbors, 
where medical aid was summoned and the 
injured man’s wounds were dressed.

A WEEK OF GREAT DULLNESS IN STOCKS. 

New York, May 13.—(Special.]—The 
Herald money article says: “This hall to 
let on account of present occupants’ de- 
clining business has not yet been hungjout 
upon the walis of the Stock Exchange, but 
there seemg to be imminent prospects of it 
unless speculation assumes a more lively 
shape than it does at present. The whole 
week was dull to a degree, so far as the share 
market was concerned, and had it not been 
for the exceptional activity and strength 
of the railroad-bond market wmight 
have been clipped from the calendar 
without loss to anybody. The re- 
markably large transactions in railroad 
mortgages made some amends, however. and 


were highly important in their significance,” 


establishing, as they did, the fact that there 
are vast sums of idle capital seeking invest- 
ment, and that there is a returning conf- 
dence in such securities as have some sort of 
guarantee attached to them. Unfortunate- 
ly, however, for the commission-broker, 
there is but a small percentage of pure spec- 
ulafion im bonds as compared with shares, 
and consequently heis not helped much b 
the unwonted activity of the bon 
market. However, “turn about is 
fair play,” and specialists in 
bonds had nothing to complain of 
either as regarded orders or prices. Two 
notable transactions were made during the 
week—notable for their brilliant success and 
ease of accomplishment.

But 
it is right to observe that the published state- 
ments of money received from and shipped 
to the interior by the New York banks are

arch 31, for example, the associated banks 
have increased their reserv 9,958,100, ac- 
cording to their statements. The official re- 
ports of the Treasury show that during the 
same time its payments have exceeded its re- 
ceipts by $13,528,025, for, notwithstanding the 
transfer of $800,000 gold certificates to cash 
its balances have declined $10, 
the statements published by the 
Chronicle of receipts and shipments by the 
banks have represented the excess of receipts 
from the interior to be as follows: Week

A FISH STORY. 

COLLISION OF A NORWEGIAN BARK WITH A 

een WHALE. | a 

New Tom, May 13. — (Special.J—The 
steamship Leordam, which arrived from 
Amsterd brought the crew of the Nor- 
wegian bark Inga, which ran into a huge 
whale April 30 and thereby sustained in- 
juries which resulted in her being aband- 
oned. Capt. Corneilsen, of the lost bark, 
states that he sailed from Greenock for Que- 
bec with a cargo of coal April 21. All went: 
well during the first few days of the voyage. 
At 7 a. m., April 30, the Inga was sail- 
ing at the rate of six knots an 
hour with a fair breeze and smooth 
sea. Suddenly a tremendous shock 
was felt throughout the vessel. The Cap- 
ain’s wife and several persons who were 
below at the time imagined that the bark had 
come in collision with some other vessel, and 


rushed on deck. The water under the bow 
was boiling 7 as though some huge 
Whale was lashing his tail beneath the sur- 
face. The cutwater of the bark had deen 
entirely knocked away, but when the well 
was sounded there were no indications that 
a serious leak had been sprung. On the 
morning of May 1 a boat was lowered and 

second mate made an examination 
of the stern, which he found had been badly 
smashed. ed vered a large piece of 
whale’s flesh still fast to the torn wood of 
the foreposts. of whale was 
taken to Capt. Corneilsen, who put it in a 
bottle of spirits, intending to keep it as a 
souvenir of the Inga’s encounter with the 
sea-monster. Next day a gale sprung up, 
the ship leaked badly, and on the 6th she 
was doned, owing to the danger of 
sinking. 


CUSTOMS REGULATIONS. 
CONDEMNATION OF TEAS. : 
New York, May 12.—[Speelal. Collector 
Robertson sent official notice today to Messrs. 
Cassidy & Co., of No. 155 Front street, that 
their recent importation of twenty-five pack- 
ages of teas from London had been con- 
demned under the new law by a committee 
of arbitration. The importers will have ten 
days in which to file an appeal from the de- 
cision of the arbitrators. If no appeal is 
taken the condemned teas must either be 
destroyed or sent out of the country. Such 
teas must be laden for export under 
thé supervision cf a customs officer. 
Vessels with cargoes of teas from China 
and Japan are expected to arrive this week, 
and United States Tea-Examiner ” James 
Davies expects to make a close examination 
of all teas entered at this port. The asser- 
tion has been frequently made that about 20 
per cent of all green teas brought to the 
United States were adultered, and tea-deal- 
ers, therefore, are taking a deep interest in 
the prospective inspections by Mr. Davies, 
which will be the first made of teas from 
China and Japan under the new law.

The Stage Viewed from the Pulpit. 
The Rev. Mr. Cantine, pastor. of the Haisted 
Street Methodist Church, preached last even ing 
the fourth of a series of discourses on The 
Amusements of Christian People,“ the special 
subject being. “ Ought Christians to Attend the 
Theatre?’

Never in the history of Europe or this country 
was the theatre in a more flourishing condition 
than now. It was largely, though indirectly, 
connected with literature. Under these circum- 
stances the position to be taken by the Christian 
in reward to the theatre was debated in every 
household. Individual Christians had to decide 
What was t tor themselves; parents, guard- 
jans, and educators must determine what to al- 
low for those under their care. 

He then looked at the defenses of the theatre; 
first, that amusement Was necessary, which be did 
not deny; second, that which had been patron- 
ized for centuries by the most enlightened 
classes in all countries must meet a want of 
buman nature; what meeis a want of buman 
nature could not be essentially evil; therefore 
the theatre wag not evil; thi¥d, to denounce the 
theatre was uselese—Christians should reform it 
rather than assail it in the spirit of narrowness 
and fanaticism. The first part of this proposi- 
tion was obvious. Whether Christians were 
called upon to reconstruct the tneatre was a 
matter open to debate. That it should not be 
assailed in a spirit of narrowness and fanati- 
cism was certain, for could not be do- 
fended either by reason or religion. As 
to continuance of the theatre be-

THE REV. 8. M. DAVIS. 


Jastification by Faith. 

The Rev. 8. M. Davis, pastor of the Park Av- 
enue Methodist Church, preached yesterday 
forenoon ftom the following text: 

For therein is the righteousness of God revealed 
from faith to faith; as it is written, The just shall live 
by faith.—Rumane, ., 17. 

He began by describing the circumstances un- 
der which the Epistle to the Romaus had been 
written, Paul's object in write it, and the 
great lessons it was intended to convey. Never, 
he said, had there been a more territic indict- 
ment made against a corrupt age than that made 
by Paulin pictu any be profound depth ot degra - 
dation into which Rome bad fallen. Those were 

palmiest days of her history—Greece and 
Rome were then the centres of culture and 
learning, the bomes of art, and science, and 
civilization. But they were also the days of the 
greatest licentiousness and all forms of wicked- 
ness. The orators, poets, sculptors, philosophers, 
and ail those who represented the greatness of 
the age gathered with all the splendor of Pagan 
Rome to witness the brutal giadiatorial sports in 
the amphitheatre. This was the condition of 
thi at the time of Paul's writing. The 
speaker. pointed out the philosophy of Paul's 
writing and its pafticular applloa uon at the tim 
and went on to trace the history of the downfal 
of Pagan e, the conversion of Constantine, 
the gradual rise, growth, and establishment of 
the , the corruptions that grew around 
it iu turn, the beginning and work of the Refor- 
mation, and triumph of the open Bible. The 
just shall live by faith” was the watchword of 
the Reformation. He asked, Who were the just ? 
He would reply to the question tively. 
People who believed the Bible was the Word of 
Gad, believed in an Allgood God the Father, 
believed: in all the creeds and doc es of 
the church, paid attention to the 
Outward forms of religion, but believed, as it 
were, with the head and not with the veart— 
these were not che just“ referred to. He bad 
no intention to critivise those who were moral 
in act and reiigious in form—a sterling principle 
and the stanch integrity of a true morality was 
too much wanted at the present time for auy oue 
to say they were useiess. But these people who 
built upon their own personal morality were the 
hardest to reach—they were good fathers, and 

sons, and good husbands, their word was 
nviolate, and their honor and purity unques- 
tioned; but they were similar to the young 
man to whom Christ had said: “One 
thing thou lackest.“ A negative goodness was 
not enough; a positive réaching after goodness 
was necessary. These men with many moral 
exceliencies and few vices were among those 
who rarely beut the knee in prayer and grati- 
tude to God for his biessings. He went on to 

int out who the just were, what justification 

— faith meant, bow easy the conditions of faith 
were, and what was the real meaning and char- 
acter of a life of faith. He detailed the provess 
of justification, adopuon by God as one of his 
family, the work of grace in the heart, and the 
warfare which continued to go on against the 
implanted elements of a sinful nature. He 
urged thew to/cast out the old man or “ the 
body of sin,” to stand in justification before 
God, and to spend cheir lives “rea after 
the things t are before ’—aspiring after all 
that was pure, and bigb, and holy.

MILWAUKEE, "Wis., May 13.—(Special.]—Tuas 
TRIBUNE correspondent is in receipt today of 
reports concerning the condition and prospects 
of nearly every county in Wisconsin, Michigan, 
and Nebraska. These reports ure in response to 
letters of inquiry addressed a few days ago to 
Sheriffs, Gounty Treasurers, and other officials, 
eiitors of papers, leading farmers, State offi- 
cer’, and other persons whose circumstances 
place them in a position to be thoroughly con- 
versant with the matter concerning which in- 
quiries are addressed, and whose testimony is 
trustworthy. These letters of inquiry covered 
the following points: Present outlook for winter 
wheat; comparative acreage and prospects of 
spring wheat; probable acreage of corn, 
oats, and other staples; the state of 
the season; the condition of the soil; 
and, in fact, all matters likely to be of interest 
to the publie in connection with the prospects 
of the crop for the present year. Responses 
have come in with gratifying promptitude, be- 
tween the 8th and llth, and the result is the col- 
lection of an immense mass of very valuable 
information. The value of the reports is hight- 
ened by tbe fact that they cover the time up to 
date, and are, therefore, nearly two weeks later 
than reports issued from the Agricultural De- 
partment at Washington or by State officials, 
such reports being made for last monthe Neither 
Wisconsin nor Nebraska bas any State Bureau 
of Agriculture, orother organized official source

last month bas been published. But, as already 
stated, the reports just received by THe Tris- 
UNE correspondent are some two weeks later 
than those on which the official report of Michi- 
gan is based. From some of the counties in 
each of the States named from four to eight re- 
ports have been received. These reports, ip all 
cases, bave been examined with age care, and 
the following results are prese : 

WISCONSIN. 

The wheatcrop of Wisconsin for the last four 
years bas been: 1879, 20,000,000 bushels; 1880, 
17,000,000; 1881, 18,000,000; 1882, 20,000,000; average, 
18,000,000. Included in the letters of inquiry was 
a request that each persona to whom a letter was 
addressed give his estimate as to the probable 
yield for this year. The answers, of course, 
varied widely. The highest estimate was 
made by Gen. A. C. Parkinson, of Colum- 
bus, one of the best-informed men in 
the State, who piacesfthe probabie yield at 24,- 
000,000 busheis. The lowest estimate was 16,000,- 
000 bushels, made by 8. W. Talimadwe, of the 
Milwaukee Chamber of Commerce. Mr. O. F. 
Chase, of Oshkosh, made a — 2 4 study of the 
whole matter at the request of United States 
Senator Sawyer, for Tub TRIBUNE correspond- 
ent, and tis figures are about an average * 
those received; bis estimate is 18,000,000 bushel 
All parts of the State report the season from ten 
Gays to three weeks late.

Bariy in the season it 
appeared probable that the malting demand 
would result in an iocrease in the acreage of 
bariey. But the returns show that the rela- 
tively low prices of that grain dave 
brought about a decrease ia the 
acreage. At the same time the relatively ven 
price of oats has resulted in an increase in 
acreage of that grain. An increase in the acre- 
age of corn is also reported. The great growth 
of the dairy and cattie interests has resulted iu 
farmers turning their attention in many loca- 
tions from wheat to corm, oats, and bay. This 
fact accounts for the probable decrease in the 
yield of wheat as compared with last year. 


NEBRASKA. 


The reports concerning the wheat crop in 
Nebraska are among the most ee 4 
received from any State in the Union. 0 
statement is not in harmony With some reports 
put forth in the interest of market-manipula- 
tors, but it is based on the united testimony of 
au — -oty y of three trustworthy, well-informed 

ersons in nearly every county io State, 

ven those counties outside the limits of what 
are usually knowu as constituting the agricuit- 
ural district of the State, and lacking in facilit- 
jes for trrigation, make reports of prospects for 
fair crops. The inorease in immigration to some 
parts of the State bas been very large, and the 
increase in acreage of wheat. 
oats has enormous. 
yield of Nebraska for the 
years has been as follows: 1879, 13,000,000 bush- 
eis; 1880, 10,000,000; 1881, 14,000,000; 1882, 15,000,000; 
average, 13,000,000. With the great increase in 
acreage, and counting, of course, on a d sea- 
son, it is fair to estimate the wheat yield for the 
present year at over 20,000.00 bushels, and some 
usually conservative observers piace it as high 
as 24. busheis. The increase in all crops 
in this State will be larwe, and a large increase 
will de made in the number of fat cattie and 
hogs raised. Nebraska is naturally divided by 
the Platte River into two sections—the northern 
and southern. On the south of this line atten- 
tion is given to winter wheat, while spring 
wheat is grown largely on the north side. 

MICHIGAN. 

The Michigan wheat crop, as reported by the 
National Department of Agriculture, for the last 
four years has been as follows: 1879. 28,000,000

RAILROADS. 


Eud of the War on Passenger Rates 
Between Louisville and Chicago. 

LOUISVILLE, May 13.—The war among the 
railroads on rates to Chicago is at an end. The 
Jeffersonville, Madison. & Indianapolis with- 
draws its objections to excursion rates to Chi- 
cago and return made by the Louisville, New 
Albany & Chivago for the 19th, and the question 
of cutting rates will be submitted to the General 
Passenger Agents of the roads interested for 
adjustment. 


The trouble originated in the competition 
between the two roads on the summer ex- 
cursion business. The 2d of May Mr. Murray 
Keller, General Passenger Agent of the Louis- 
ville, New Aibany & Chicago, notified the Jeffer- 
sonvilie, Madison & £Indianapolis that 
his road would sell excursion tickets to 
Chicago for $7, good for seven days, 
and requested that road to make the same 
rate. Mr. Dering, General Passenger Agent of 
the Jeffersonville, Madison & Indianapolis, re- 
plied by requesting Mr. Keller not to make so 
low an exoursion rate. Mr. Keller replied that 
he had always found excursions from the South 
to the North at this season of the year to be 

rofitabie, and he intended to put the 87 rate 

u effect, as had been the custom for a number 
of seasons past. To this Mr. Dering replied that 
if the Louisville, New Albany & Chicago per- 
sisted in making such rate his road 
would make an open rate to Chi- 
cago for $7, good as long as the 
Louisville, New Alba & Chieago excursioa 
iasts. Following 3 this letter the Jeflerson- 
ville. Madison & In lana polls out the rates and 
made the round-trip to Onicago $7. The Louis- 
ville, New Albany & Chicago met this rate by 
placing its $7 tickets on sale, put a rebate 
ticket in the field, making the fare tc Chicago 
alone $2..

They thought they 
bad that road, and so they bourht a controlling 
interestin the Jersey Central with which to 
make a thorough convection to New York. 
Ponusylvania euchred them out of the 
Philadelphia; Wiimington & Baltimore, 
and since that time the ding 
clique have been loaded down witb stock bought 
from 90 upto par. They have now saddied it 
on Reading at a 6 percent guarantee which will 
cali for $1,250,000 the first year, Wed the Cen- 
tralbas not earned half as much in any 8 of 
the last three. The proxies were voted Mr. 
C. E. Knight. who is — as large a holder of 
Central stock as of ading. and who knows 
very well that under existmmg contracts Read- 
ing has all the ohauce that itcan ask over the 
Central. According to the present outlook the 
net surplus of the combined companies for the 
current year will be nil, but it may possibly 
be evonogh to give the Ceatral its guaran- 
tee, though the ing stockholders will 
have to go bungry.

News of the Day at Boston-—The Fight 
in Missouri. 

Boston, Mass., May 12.—([Special.]—A serious 
construction fight is imminent between the 
Missouri Pacific and the Atchison, Topeka & 
Santa Fé Roads. The Boston people have just 
satisfied themselves that either Jay Gould or the 
Missouri Pacific is furnishing the money for the 
coustruction of the St. Louis, Fort Scott & 
Wichita Railroad, now built from Fort Scott to 
Eldorado, in Kansas, and pushing into the Atoh- 
ison’s territory toward Wichita. The Atchison 
is studying the ground between Kansas City and 
St. Louis, and will reply by parallelmg the Mis- 
souri Pacific's main line to St. Louls, using its 
Pieasant Hill braacb, now extended east of 
Kansas City. It is calculated that sucha line 
will pay well upon the investment, as there is a 
large territory south of the Missouri Pacilic 
witb no railroad facilities, and that the beat 
part of Missouri Pacific business in Mis- 
souri would nearly all be intercepted by a line 
7% afew miles south of Mr. Gould's main

HIGH LICENSE AND THE GERMANS. 

All who read the Staats-Zeitung editorial 
which was reprinted in Tur TripuNs of yes- 
terday must have reac the conclusion 
that the Germans who aré not saloonkeepers 
were satisfied with the proposition to reduce 
the beer license to $250, leaving the license 
for the whisky saloons at $500,in the bill 
now pending before the Legislature. Hence 
the Morrison amendment, cutting down the 
beer license to $150,-only $47 more than the 
beer saloons of Chicago now pay, was alto- 
gether unnecessary, and, in the absence of 
any penalty for selling whisky under the 
beer license, it would merely operate to put 
all licenses on the basis of $150, What the 
Germans who are not beer-sellers want is a 
distinction in favor of beer; but th8 Morrison 
amendment would wipe out the desired dis- 
tinction, because the result would be that 
all classes of saloons would only take 
out the beer license. Lf the pending Dill be 
amended so as to apply uniformly to all lo- 
calities, the townships as well as villages, 
in the State, to provide $500 license for 
whisky saloons and $250 for the sale of beer 
and wine only, and to fix an adequate pen- 
alty (payment of the difference and forfeit- 
ure of license for selling liquor under a beer 
permit), the measure will be accepted as a 
compromise by the mass of the people, and 
the Germans who are not saloonkeepers will 
pe entirely content with it, and the better 
class of thé beer-venders will not long ob- 
ject when they see how it works. 

The Staats-Zettung, in contemplation of 
the original proposition to make the beer 
license just one-half the amount of the 
whisky license, proceeded to Bhow that no- 
body would be hurt by passing the bill. It 
pointed out to the beer-drinkers that the 
price of their beer would not be increased 
nor the size of their glass reduced, as the 
saloonkeeper of Germany now gives about 
three times as much for the same price as 
the saloonkeeper in America, though both 
pay about the same price per barrel for the 
beer. There would be no attack on per- 
sonal freedom ” of beer iinbibers, and if the 
increased license should result in the retire- 
ment of surplus saloonkeepers and their re- 
turn to the various trades they left to go into 
the beer-vending business the community and 
the individuals would be the gainers rather 
than losers by the change. The Staats- 
Zeitung said, in effect, that it is about time 
to abandon the idea that saloonkeepers are 
engaged in the advancement of culture“ 
or that they are in any way better than other 
men. The tenor of the article throughout 
indicated that the Germans not in the busi- 
ness would accept the recognition of a dis- 
tinction between whisky and beer implied by 
fixing the license for the latter at $250, and 
that,on the whole, the new License law 
would be an excellent thing for the saloon- 
keepers, the beer-drinkers, the public morals, 
and the municipal revenues. 

In view of this authoritative approval of 
the bill on the part of the German laity, so 
to speak, at a time when it was supposed the 
beer license would be fixed at $250, the Legis- 
lature ought to abandon the folly of reducing 
the license to $150, restore the distinction 
which was at first proposed between whisky 
and beer ($500 and $250), add the necessary 
penalties for enforcing this distinction, ex- 
tend the application of the law to all com- 
munities in the State. whether incorporated 
or not, and pass the bill without farther ado. 
Its passage will not cause a ripple of excite- 
ment anywhere, and the alliance of Repub- 
lican and Democratic votes will divide both 
the credit and the responsibility for tne meas- 
ure between the two parties.

THE SWIFTNESS OF ENGLISH JUSTICE. 
„The first and worst of the misguided 
wretches who were engaged in the murder 
of Under-Secretary Burke and Lord Caven- 
dish in Phenix Park will pay the penalty of 
his dastardly crime upon the gallows today. 
Justice is swift in he English courts, but in 
the case of Joseph Brady especially there is 
no reason to suppose that her swiftness has 
involved any error. Apart from the testi- 
mony of the informers Carey and Farreil the 
evidence against Brady was so conclusive 
that there is not one word to be said against 
his taking off. It was satisfactorily proven 
that he was the man who committed the mur- 
ders. With others of the “Invincible” con- 
spirators he was lying in wait for Burke, not 
expecting him to be in company with Lord 
Cavendish. He sprang upon Burke and 
stabbed him in the shoulder. Lord Caven- 
dish attempted to defend Burke and struck 
at Brady with his umbrella. Brady turned 
upon him and killed him, then returned to 
the wounded Burke and cut his throat. Such 
in brief are the details of the horrible crime 
for which he will pay the penalty of his life 
today. 

We have spoken of the swiftness of En- 
glish justice. It is illustrated not only in 
the case of Brady but by all his fellow-con 
spirators, seven in number, who were desig- 
nated by the secret Invincible Society to per- 
petrate these awful murders. The trial of 
these men commenced April 1i—only thirty- 
one days ago—and a final disposition has 
been made of every case except that of Han- 
lon, one of the informers. It is stated that 
it has never occurred but once before—during 
the trial of the agrarian murder cases of 
1347—that at one commission and within one 
month’s time there have been six capital 
sentences for murder. Joseph Brady, whose 
trial commenced April 11, was convicted the 
13th, and will be hanged today. On the 18th 
Daniel Curley was found guiity, and will be 
hanged next Friday. A week later Michael 
Fagan was found guilty, and will be 
hanged the 28th inst. Patrick Delaney and 
Thomas Caffrey pleaded guilty and were sen- 
tenced to be hanged June 2, but the sen- 
tence of the former has since been commuted, 
as there was evidence to show that ho had 
interposed and helped to save the life of 
Judge Lawson. It is possible also that Ca ſf- 
rey may escape with penal servitude, as he 
was an informer, but no commutation has 
yet been announced. After two juries had 
disagreed, ‘Timothy Kelly, the youngest of 
the conspirators, was convicted, and he is 
sentenced to be hanged June 9. The only 
acquittal has been that of Fitzharris, or 
“Skin-the-Goat,” who drove the car on that 
fatal day to the park, but he is to be tried 
later as an accessory to another crime. Dur- 
ing this same brief period, Joseph M ullett 
has been tried as a participant in the murder 
of Justice Field, and has been sentenced to 


| lite servitude. Having fnished up the Phe- 


nix Park cases, the trials of the dynamiters 

will now be heard. and there is no reason 

to delieve that any time will be lost in secur- 

ing their conviction. 

Swift as these trials have been, there can be 

no complaint that they have not been fair 
that the prisoners have not had all the 


the law follows sharply upoa the commission 
of crimes, but elsewhere the edge of justice is 
blunted even where a cotiviction is pro- 
cured, and the mission of law, that it shall be 
a terror to evildoers, is perverted by a latitude 
and license to the criminal which in some 
cases shield him from proper penalty and 
in others elevate him into a long-suffering 
hero. From another point of view the Dyb- 
lin trials have accomplished a great purpose. 
They have killed the secret societies. Their 
progress has been so rapid and the bolts of 
justice have fallen so quickly thata feeling 
of terror bas been inspired, and the con- 
spirators have rushed into the basest perfidy 
to their associates in order to save them- 
selves. Ali the glamor of an imaginary he- 
roism which deceived the ignorant members 
of the Invincible Society has been stripped 
off. They have been deserted by some of theif 
leaders, who fled on the instant, and others 
have occupied the witness-box to convict 
them. It ought to be a lesson to Irishmen 
that murder is not a remedy for Ireland.

THE .PROPOSED NEGRO PARTY. 

It is questionable at the very outset whether 
the colored leaders who have called a Na- 
tional Convention of their people next Sep- 
tember have acted wisely. The reasons for 
calling this convention are stated to be the 
inadequate remuneration of the negro in the 
South ; the discrimination against him in the 
matter of education; the non-fuifillment of 
the obligations of the amendment in his 
favor; and the failure to secure his proper 
share of the political offices. To obtain 
these advantages they propose at this con- 
vention to organize a distinctive negro party, 
acting independently of all other parties, as 
a balance of power. They say: It be- 
hooves us, as a race, to make our interests 
paramount to those of any other party or 
sect, Itis our duty to unite and strike out 
some bold policy and line of action which 
will bring us nearer to thé estate of full citi- 
zenship and power when this great revolu- 
tion is over.“ 

To begin with, the formation of a race 
party is in conflict with all republican prece- 
dents and with the spirit of our institutions. 
It would be just as consistent for all Irish- 
men to form themselves into an Irish party, 
or all Germans into a German party, to ob- 
tain advantages, rights, and offices—a polit- 
ical movement whose first result would be to 
combine all other parties against them. But 
granting that they effect such an organiza- 
tion, how is it to accomplish the purposes 
they set forth in their program? The re- 
muneration of negro labor in the South is 
not a political matter. It does not come 
within the scope of politics. Wages cannot 
be fixed by parties, or party platforms, or 
party legisiation. No one will question that 
negro laborers have been treated unjustly in 
the South, but how is any juster treatment 
to be secured—how aré wages to be raised by 
the negro political party or any other politic- 
al party? Noone questions that there has 
been an unfair discrimination practiced 
against the negroes in the South in the 
matter of education, but will the for- 
mation of a negro party remove it? On 
the other hand, will it not tend te undo 
much that is now being done in the South 
to gain the negroes better educational 
advantages? The courts in Kentucky for 
instance have only recently decided that the 
educational fund shall be fairly divided 
between the white and biack chilaren, and 
the people of that State are recognizing that 
the decision is right, and are prepared to 
carry it out. Great progress in the same 
direction has also been made recently in 
Georgia and South Carolina. Surely this is 
a matter that can safely be left to time, for 
free schools for whites and blacks are inevi- 
table all over the South. So far as political 
rights are concerned there are none to be 
gained by an exclusively negro party which 
are not enjoyed now, and certainly a negro 
cannot demand an office merely because he is 
a negro with any more consistency than an 
Irishman can demand an office merely 
because he is an Irishman. When the 
negroes are fit for the offices..the offices will 
come to them, and rio negro party is going to- 
hasten the time. 

The curse of politics in the South has been 
a solid white party. That party is now in 
process of disintegration. A solid negro 
party will have the inevitable tendency to 
solidify the color-line again, and the negro 
in the South will lose all the ground he has 
gained, The drift of political progress in 
the South is towards a more general recog- 
nition of the negro as an important political 
factor, and a division of the solid South into 
two parties, each offering its strongest in- 
ducements for his membership and fran- 
chise. In such a division as this he is much 
more likely to secure justice and even office 
than by striking out into any bold policy 
or line of action with the expectation ot 
coming into power. The most prudent thing 
the negro can dois to trust to his friends, 
and not to put tosea without sail or pilot. 


SQUANDERING WEALTH. 

Easily made and easily lost is the history 
of wealth in more than one instance in this 
country where great fortunes are rapidly 
accumulated. The story of the Tilden heirs 
shows how a fortune made by hard work, 
joined With business sagacity, may disap- 
pear altogether in infinitly less time than it 
took toheap it up. The father of the Tilden 
boys commenced life as a varnish-peddler, 
and died in 1869, leaving nearly $2,500,000 to 
his four sons, the eldest of whom was 20 
years of age. The four had the whole of 
this immense sum, except the annuity left to 
the widow. The next that was known of the 
family they were in Europe, where wealth 
suddeniy acquired always seeks to exhibit 
itself, The four children at once plunged 
into extravagances of every sort, and the 
leeches that are always ready to bleed spend- 
thrifts plied their avocation industriously, 
and curiously enough without any interfer- 
ence from the executors of the estate.

though, if their statements be true, the exec- 
utors did not fail to waste what they could 
not. So between them all this fortune, which 
their father accumulated after a lifetime of 
hard work, has gone to the dogs. 

It may be doubted whether the varnish- 
peddler in his lifetime had much comfort 
with his money with such rapidiy developing 
outlets for its escape in his wy hw were 
looked upon in New York as nces—that 
title being of universal application to the 
genus spendthrift. It may be doubted 
whether any very wealthy Americans take 
much comfort with their money, especially 
when it has been quickly and easily ob- 
tained. In this young country it is easy 
to learn how to acquire wealth, but 
the lesson has not yet been learned how 
to use it, except as a means 
for acquiring more wealth, which 
may bring a certain sort of pride but does 
not involve comfort. There is no reason 
to suppose that Amasa Stone, who 60 
wretchedly took his own life the other day, 
was ever a happy man, though he had more 
money than he knew what to do with, There 
are methods of using money that bring hap- 
piness, comfort, and satisfaction with them 
to the owner of the money and spread them 
abroad among others. Peter Cooper was 
one of the few who have discovered the 
methods, but Peter Coopers are rarities 


among millionaires. The Vanderbilts, the, 


Goulds, the Stones, and the Tifdens are much 
more numerous, but none of them have 
eolved the problem of comfort as allied with 
great wealth. It must least of all, if they 
have sons like Tilden, be a comforting 
thought that their hard-earned dollars will 
be squandered in dissipation as soon as they 
have no further control over them, having 
gone to that place which has no special use 
for millionaires or their money. The prayer 
of Agur, son of Jakeh, Give me neither 
riches nor poverty,” has special force when 
one thinks of Tilden the. varnish-peddler 
and Stone the railroad magnate. 


THE PANAMA CANAL HUMBUG. 

Tux CuicaGeo TRIBUNE has already printed 
and commented upon some of the general 
obstacles which stand in the way of the 
Panama Canal and the irregular methods 
which have been adopted by De Lesseps and 
his ring to foist the scheme upon the French 
people, who are ignorant of the real condi- 
tion of the work, which is carefully coacealed 
by the vena! French press. A letter from 
Panama to the New York Herald throws 
some new light upon the work now going on 
there, which is purely preliminary and is 
not yet connected with the canal itself. 

At six of the sections there have been about 
200 buildings erected, and in Panama two 
buildings have been purchased, the total ex- 
pense reaching over half a million dollars. 
Short sidings have been put in at several 
places, five or six tracks have been laid down, 
and about twenty engines and 300 dump-cars 
are running, while all along the line little 
portable cars are pushed by hand or drawn by 
mules. These are simply preparing fills 
which the heavier trains will comylete 
“when the thousands of real working cars 
are out here which must be employed, if the 
500,000,000 cupic métres of earth are really to 
be moved’ which must be dug out and put 
somewhere before vessels can pass from 
veean to ocean.” A few American excava- 
tors aré working, but hundreds more must 
be employed before any progress can be 
made, and to the present time no one knows 
what to do with the earth and rock when ex- 
cavated. Upon this point the letter-writer 
says: 

At Suez the sand excavated was piled at each 
side of the canal. This plan cannot be followed 
here, and the question as to where the refuse is 
to go remains unanswered, except with reapect 
to two or three minor localities. The whole of 
the isthmus is broken and hilly, if not mount- 
ainous. The railroad, by skir.ing round foot 
bills and foliowing water levels, is built at the 
lowest elevation. Everything exoavated must 
consequentiy be lower than it, and naturally 
ae toe dumped at a higner elevation than its 
place uf origin, It cannot be pulled struigot up 
the slope, therefore rail lines miles and miles in 
length must be coustructed to enable the dirt to 
be varried away. Hence originates one of the 
most serious difficulties, inasinuch as the cost of 
raulage up extreme grades, added to the cust of 
cunstruction, will eoormously increase the total 
oust of te whole work. Care has also to be 
taken that where the mountains of ¢urth are 
thrown water is not backed up which may come 
down in the rainy season and tlood everything 
in the vicinity. This circumstance prohibits 
the débris being disposed ef in the valleys or 


along the sides of the hilis whose slopes tend in 
the direcaon of the canal. 


What to do with the water is a still more 
difficult problem. The original proposition 
to build a huge dam and close up the Chagres 
River has been ab. Jjoned because no en- 
gineer has been found with sufficient courage’ 
to build a tank 225 feet high to hold a river 
that is addicted to the most overwhelming 
kind of freshets. Then it was proposed to 
dig a second canal along portions of the old 
river, and let the water go where it pleases 
80 long as it does not interfere with the canal: 
but this will cost so much that it staggered 
the inventors of the new theory. This, too, 
remains undecided. A third and very im- 
portant problem has yet to be decided— 
namely: how the currents in the canal are to 
be uvercome, for at low tide there will be an 
eight-foot fall in the direction of the Pacific, 
while the high tides will run in their twenty- 
six feet of water. In view of these unsolved 
ques@ons, the Herald’s correspondent says:

They are located 
in a beautiful spot among the hills, and won- 
derful stories are told of the cures the waters 
have effected in cases of rheumatism, par- 
alysis, kidney and liver troubles.

FRANCE REFUNDING HER BONDS. 

The Paris correspondent of the London 
Times sends that paper some interesting de- 
tails of the debate on the proposition of M. 
Tirard, Minister of Finance, to convert the 
5 per cent rentes into 4%½ per cents. We 
have already made brief allusion to this eon- 
version, but the Times’ dispatch throws still 
more light upon it. Thecommittee to whom 
M. Tirard’s bill was referred reported in its 
favor, accepting d per cents, since 4 per 
cents at present would be hazardous, while 
3 per cents would swell the amount of the 
debt and preclude any further conversion. 

It may be premised that France has been 
paying 5 per cent on a debt of $1,360,000,000 
borrowed twelve years ago—$1,000,000,000 to 
pay the German war indemnity, and $360,- 
000,000 for supplementary expenses in main- 
taining the German army. The saving of . 
per cent will amount to $7,000,000, which will 
meet the deficit in the current year’s budget 
and would be sufficient for the charge of a 
new loan of $175,000,000 at 4 per cent. In his 
speech M. Tirard made a strong defense of 
the Government’s plan, and maintained that 
the true policy was to call on bondholders 
for a sacrifice at a time when the state of the 
finances required economy rather than in 
prosperous times for the purpose of reducing 
taxation, as had been arged by M. Leon Say. 
In his defense of the measure M. Tirard said, 
in the language of the correspondent:

M. Tirard denied that the state of the 
finances was as embarrassed as was repre- 
sented, for their equilibrium throughout 1883 
was insured without any need of a loan, and 
assured the Chamber that he did not intend 
to propose any reduction of taxation. The 
most cheering feature of the French finances 


‘seems to be the credit of the country, which 


is now so good that she can borrow money at 
from 8 to 4 per cent. This would indicate a 
general confidence in her resources, and so 
long as she remainsat peace and pursues her 
present pacific policy there is no good reason 
why those resources should not increase, es- 
peciaily as agriculture has been greatly ben- 
efited by the reductions which have previous- 
ly been made in the land-tax and the burdens 
on sugar and wine.

ARRIVAL IN THIS CITY OF DR. J. M. GREG- 
ORY, OF THE CIVIL-SERVICE COMMISSION— 
HIS PROGKAM. 

Dr. J. M. Gregory, one of the three members 
of the United States Civil-Service Commission, 
appointed by the President in accordance with 
the provisions ot Pendieton bili, which be- 
came a law at the last session of Congress, ar- 
rived in this city yesterday, and is at the Grand 
Pacific Hotel. Dr. Gregory is accompanied by 
Mr. Joseph H. Biackfan, Superintendent of the 
Foreign Mails, who has been detailed by the 
Post-Office Department to assist Dr. Gregory, 
owing to his familiarity with the subject, he 
baving been oue of the original Civil-Service 
Commissioners under Grant, and associated at 
that time with George William Curtis.

An English View of Mr. Donneliy’s 
Work. 

[London Daily News.|—“ Ragoarok: The Age 
ot Fire and Gravel.” By Ignatius Vonnelly, 
author of Atlantis; an Antediluvian World.” 
Illustrated, (London: Sampson Low & Co.) This 
is a book that could only have come from the 
land of the setting sun. As Heine used to say of 
u great hebrew capitalist, that he treated his 
poorer acquaintances tres famillionairement, so 
we may say of this transatlantic theorist on the 
origin and destinies of this little planet on 
which we move, that he treats this poor old 
world of ours very transatiantically. His 
theories “are avowedly gigantic, such 
as might befit a citizen of the 


biggest republih in the habitable 
universe. Characteristically enough for 
the citizen of a. country where biguess is 
everything, and duration of no ‘account, and 
where enormous towns and enormous fortunes 
are destroyed and rebuilt from one day to an- 
other, this stupendous speculator in cosmo 
begins and ends with Drift,’’ on the summit of 
Which temporary pile of stoctessive superin- 
cumbent ruins of worlds destzoyed by convul- 
sions or by comets, at vast intervals of time, the 
buman race breathes out its moment of a life. 
There is an agreeable fascination to unscien- 
tific minds in the prodigious ease with which 
our imaginative Americag flings about his 
Titanic conglomerations and mixes u his 
Genesis read by the light of his comet with 
his pregiacial civilization and his Atlantean 
myths. One fancies a Wait Whitman's nightmare 
after au indigestion of popular geologies and 
astronomies, and a “big drink” of Victor Hugo. 
And when the author conciudes with the as- 
sumption all these appalling cataciysms 
have been designed for the beneficent purpose 
of raising to higher levels ef creative develop- 
ment the Americanized human being of the 
nineteenth century, we are tempted to recall the 
complacent theory of the French doctrinaire 
historians of forty years ago, that all the history 
of France bad been specially ordained by Prov- 
idence to pave the way for the constitutional 
monarchy of 1830. r. Donnelly concludes a 
book which,with all its deliberate eccentricities, 
is often eloqueut and suggestive, with a sort of 
dithyrambic appeal to Dives to cease to dei- 
fy wealth and matter, to “ establish spiritual re- 
lations,”” and to “open communications with 
Him who made the Milky Way.”

CUBAN AUTONOMY. 


Vain Efforts of the Autonomist Party 
in the Spanish Cortes, 

MADRID, April 23.—In vain do the gallant au- 
tonomist Deputies and Senators piead the ex- 
ample of British colonies.
